votes and Hughes 243.

Wilson's Victory 


A t tlie close of perhaps the most remarkable political campaign 
4Íte United States has ever known, and in a race so tight tiiat for 
ififty'hours after the closing of the polls the outcome hung in the bal- 
toce, President Wilson has been re-elected. The deflnite swing of 
IpaliEomia into the Wilson column apparently removed the last vestige 
^f uncertainty and relieved tension that had been most acute. Even 
|the divisio nof the electoral vote in that state, which is accepted as a 
^possibility, can scarcely overturn the president's lead im the electoral 
l^ollege, which, though slender when measured by ordinary presiden- 
fel years, seems ample to assure his re-election. There are, of courae, 
qrumors of contests and demands for recounts, but it is not within the 
?reAlm of probability that these could in any wise change the general 
result. 


The friends of the president and the adherents who have con» 
»istently and staunchly upheld his course through trying ordeals and 
^exacting situations such as have come to no other American presidrait 
since Liacobi may be pardoned if they find ample cause for gra^ca- 
tion even in the slender majority which is his. The victory is not a 
small one; it is monumental. At the outset let it be recalled that the 
United States is normally republican by something like a million and 
a half of votes. Let it be remembered, too, that events of the past 
two years particularly have been such as to create new lines of di- 
vision of opinion. And most of this division of opinion was honest 
division. It represented the best thought of the American people ail 
they viewed the issues in the light given them. 


Not all agreed with the president, but the outcome signifies that 
a majority of them did, and we have faith in the fairness and pa- 
triotism of the American people. The result will be accepted with 
good grace and the president will be upheld in the gigantic task that 
is his in guiding the destinies of this great republic for four years 
more. 


Collecting the Returns 


The supposedly extraordinary length of time that elapsed be- 
tween the closing of the election polls and the hour at which precise 
results were known in some states this year was, in point of fact, more 
apparent than real. The work was doubtless performed as expe- 
ditiously this year as in former years, taking into account the largely 
;.augmented vote occasioned by the natural increase in the male voting 
population and the coMemng of the suffrage right on the women in 
.some states. There was at no time justification for the suspicion oc- 
casionally voiced that returns were being held back anywhere for 
^terior purposes. 


It was only the fact that the general result in the nation hinged 
;jDn the sway of a f^w hundreds of votes in isolated states served to 
iinvest these states and these mere handsful of votes with an import- 
ance wholly abnormal. Ordinarily we are able to determine in a few 
hours that a state has gone so many thousands or so many hundreds 
•f thouBands this way or that, for this nominee or the other, and we 
let it go at that. Its bearing on the general result is settled. We do 
not wait, and we do not need to wait for the actual figures from the 
most remote precinct with its perhaps pitifully small total of votes 
to ascertain the alignment of the state in the electoral coUege* The 
work of oiGUcial count and tabulation may, and usually does, go on 
for a week or more and nobody pays any attention to it save to over 
:worked officials who must pore over the figures until the last re- 
capitulation is made. 


That was not the situation this year. So close was the race be- 
tween Mr. Wilson and Mr. Hughes that the vote of a srogle county 
might have thrown the victory one way or the other. That was why 
the count seemed harrassingly slow in coming, and that was why we 
grew''impatient with if not suspicious of the army of men over this 
coimtry, entrusted with the monumental task of aligning the figures 
and computing the totals of millions of votes, and who were as eager 
as the rest of us to know definitely the verdict that had been reached.

Canada has 
three trans-continental 
railways, only one of which can pay 
fixed charges from its net earnings; 
this is the Canadian Pacific. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific and Canadian Northern 
live largely on money advanced by the 
dominion government. 


Now a movement has started for the 
government to take control 6f these twc 
newer 
trans-continentals, 
and 
it 
is 
pretty certain to succeed. 


This will come as a shock to thosi 
who have looked oh Canada's eastern 
government-owned railway, the Inter- 
colonial, as the "horrible example" of 
government meddling in business—^which 
should forver damn government owner- 
ship of railways in the United States. 


Canada knows what she is doing, how- 
ever. 


The Intercolonial Is not a commercial 
success—^but it was built for its mili- 
tary value. That is why it takes a long 
northward sweep, keeping as far away 
as possible from the boundai;y of Maine, 
which juts up between Quebeck and New 
Brunswick. A direct line from Montreal 
to St. John would nin through the cen- 
ter of the state of Maine. 


When it was built, the Intercolonial 
was designed as an all-Canadian route, 
safe from American attack, between 
Ontario and Quebeo and the maritime 
provinces.

About 20,U0U,000 women serve the na- 
tion's meals dailj*, and if each cook 
would save $1 a year on her meat and 
grocery bills, Uncle Sam's national sav- 
ings account would be $20,000,000 great- 
er! 


Xo one can save anything by chance. 
There must be some plan. 
Fortunately, 
Uncle Sara has many helpful words for 
women who are ansioua to profit by his 
advice. 


There are four common errors in food 
economy, according to his warning in 
farmers' bulletin No. 142. They are: 


First—The costlier kinds of food are 
used when the leas expensive are just as 
nutritious. 
' 


Second—The diet is apt to be one- 
sided, in that foods are used which fur- 
nish relatively too much of the fuel in- 
gredients and too little of flesh-form- 
ing nuiterials. 


Third—Excessive quantities of food 
are used; part of the excess is eaten 
often to the detriment of health; part is 
thrown away in the table and kitchen 
wastes. 


Finally, serious errors in cooking' are 
committed. 


For the well-to-do the worst injury is 
that of health. Too much food occasions 
a waste of energy. In many American 
families meat is eaten two or three times 
a day. 


The quickest way to save not only 
one dollar, but many, would be to cut 
down the amount of meat used. One 
good meat dish a day will provide the 
protein required in the diet if such foods 
as eggs, milk, cheese, beans and other 
legumes are used to replace the accus- 
tomed extra, but unnecessary portions 
of meat. 


Here are some of Uncle Sam's tested 
recipes for making a dish of meat "go 
a long way" in a large family: 
Roast Pork 'Witb Cowpeas. 
For this dish a leg of young pork 
should be selected. With a sharp knife 
make a deep cut in the knuckle and fill 
the opening with sage, pepper, salt and 
chopped onions. 
^Vhen the roast is half 
done scar the skin, but do not cut deep- 
er than the outer riAd. 


When the meat is nearly cooked pour 
off the excess of fat and add a quart of 
white cowpeas, which have been prev- 
iously parboiled or "hulled" and cook 
slowly until quite done and the meat is 
brown. 


Apple sauce may be served with this 
dish. 


Mock Duck. 


Mock duck is made by placing on a 
round steak a stuffing of bread crumbs 
well seasoned with chopped onions, but- 
ter, chopped suet or dripping, salt, pep- 
per . and a little sage, if the flavor is 
relished. 
The nteak 
la then 
rolled 
around the stuffing and tied with a 
string in several places. 


If the steak seems tongh, the roll is 
steamed or stewed until tender before 
roasting in the oven until brown. Or it 
may be cooked in a casserole or 'other 
covered dish, in which case a c\ipful or 
more of water or soup-stock should be 
poured aroimd'the meat. 


Mock- duck is excellent served with 
currant or other acid jelly.

Wasliiiigton, NOT. 10.—Prices of all 
kinds of foodstuffs advanced more rap- 
idly during' the past month thaa during 
any similar period in the memory of 
this generation, with the exception of 
the Leiter and Hutchinson corners. 


Wheat advanced from $1.56 on Oc- 
tober 2 to $1.90 on October 30 or 20 
per cent., while flour advanced from an 
^average of $8.70 to $9.50 or 10 per 
cent. 
Bread prices advanced irregularly 
^ftll over the country, and in many cities 
'exceeded the advance in the price of 
flour, even when comparison is made 
•with normal prices. In some cities by a 
combination reducing the size of the 
loaf and increasing the price, the actual 
cost per poimd to the consumer was 
raised 65 per cent. 


As nearly as can be determined the 
extent to which bread prices have beeir 
raised in different cities was determined 
by the strength of the local bakers' as- 
sociation as compared with the aggres- 
siveness and vigilance 
of 
the house- 
wives. 


For the fundamental 
cause 
of the 
price increases we must go back to the 
world's crop shortage. There is no ques- 
tion about the reality of the shortage 
of every important crop—the only ques- 
tion is WHETHER THE SHORTAGE 
IS GREAT ENOUGH TO JUSTIFY THE 
PHENOMENAL PRICE INCREASE. 


Wheat is the world's great fool, and 
its price is fixed, not by the supply in 
any one country, but by the WORI^I>"S 
supply. 


The most reliable estimate, that of 
the International Institute of Agricul- 
ture, places the 1916 world's supply of 
wheat at 25 per cent, below the enor- 
mous harvest of 1915 and 7 per cent, 
below normal. 


If this estimate is correct, and there 
is every reason to accept it in preference 
to the inspired press statements of spec- 
ulation, it seems 
imquestionable 
tliat 
whea,t and flour prices are far above the 
justifiable level. 


There are other considerations tliat 
give weight to this opinion. 


In the first place, in every European 
country, the entire business of wheat 
liandling has been taken over as a gov- 
ernment monopoly. 
This means great 
economy in its distribution and conse- 
(^uently a paving in consumption. 


Rpcond, on October 12, Broomhall, the 
wnrld'-- groat wheat authority, reported 
th;'> the I'nited Kingdom's supplies of 
I ;.;ivc> and foreign 
wheat 
afloat and < 
asiiore were sufficient 
to 
last seven 
months at the present rate of consump- 
tion, or 12 months at a reduced rate. 


Third, the enormous losses of men at 
the front must have had an appreciable 
effect on the bread consumption of the 
nllied nations. 
Finally, tlie campaign 
for strict economy which has been under 
Avay in all European nations, has un- 
questionably eliminated a large part of 
the waste, which in 
times 
of peace 
was estimated 
at 
10 
])er 
cent, of 
the entire consumption. 
Equally sig- 
nificant is the fact that in the face of 
the great increase in the price of wheat, 
the stocks of American food companies 
hiiTO increased 
enormously 
in 
price. 
Standard milling company common whicli 
1 sold at 43% when wheat was below a 
I dollar, is now selling at 106! 


Loope Wiles biscuit common, advanced 
from 14 on September 22 to its present 
price of 27, and National Biscuit com- 
mon went from 118 on September 9 to 
131 on October 19. 


This mean.s that the stock exchange 
knows that these companies are realiz- 
ing large profits even at present prices. 


The largest 
profits, 
however, have 
been taken by speculators and grain 
companies.

RECEIVED 
ONLY A RET.ATI\'T:LY SMALL PART 
OF THE GREAT ADVANCE. As nearly 
as can be determined, the farmers had 
sold between 60 and 75 per cent, of 
their wheat before the price reached 
$1.70 a bushel, and at least half v.as 
sold when the market was around $1.55.

Frederick C. Lahmeyer Had 
Disposed of Property- 
Here When Stricken. 


Disposing of his property and making 
all other preparations to go to Florida 
to spend the Tvinter, Frederick C. Lah- 
meyer was seized two days later with 
an attack of paralysis and died Friday 
morning. 
Death came at the age of 
sixty-one years. 
He passed away at 
the residence, 1821 Weisser Park ave- 
nue. 


Mr. Lahmeyer had resided on Wil- 
liams street nearly his entire life and 
only a week ago sold his property there 
and rented a few rooms on Weisser Park 
avenue. 
He wished to remain in this 
city until after the election. However, 
he was seized with the stroke and death 
ensued.

The annexation intentions of 
our enemies 
also include 
Alsace Lor- 
raine, which the league of peace is to 
guarantee 
them. Such a 
policy, of 
course, cannot form a basis for an ef- 
fective peace union. 
Germany is ready 
at all times to join a union of the peo- 
ples and even to place herself at the 
head of such a union to restrain a dis- 
turber of the peace. Not in the shadow 
of Prussian militariem, did the world 
live before the war. but in the shadow 
of a policy of isolation which was to 
keep Germany down. 


"The enemy obstinately wills to war 
with the calling up of military material 
and auxiliary forces from all parts of 
the world. These efforts harden our re- 
sistance to still greater determination. 
Whatever England can still bring of 
strength—and 
England's 
command of 
strength has its limits—is predestined to 
fail before our wfil to live. This will is 
unconquerable and we await the en- 
emy's recognition of this, confident that 
this recognition must come."

A certain number of these hands are 
expected to go overboard or to be lost in 
their dories at sea every season. 


Tliis year three had been lost in the 
first few weeks of fishing on the Slime 
Banks here. 
And sickness, misery and 
ten-or are constantly

to

tragedy of the cod harvest. 


I was aboard the United States Coa.it 
Guard Unalga when mail was delivered 
to these men at sea and medical atten- 
tion rendered. 
For two days we huntv.d 
the schooners jvhere they swung to this 
itorm pulse of the Bering. 


As the men in their dories hung for 
G moment alongside the Unalga, receiv- 
ing their precious letters, we got from 


Slime Banks. Men in dory coming for their single season's mail, brontfiit iby United States 


their 
fragments of 
the 
season's 
lips 
miserere. 


"Two men lost from the Alice," shout- 
ed a dripping figure, "—in a fog and 
blow." 


"Man hit with spanker and knocked 
overboard," added another from the Ma- 
weema, "—in sight fifteen minutes—no 
effort made to get him—^not even life- 
preserver cast over. How's the war get- 
ing on?" 


Only the man who can find nothing 
else to do, as a rule, Avill make the trip 
to the North Pacific or Bering on the 
average cod schooner—they and young- 
sters hunting adventure. 


Working in dories from the anchored 
schooners, hauling in the cod by hand 
line and trawls, these fishermen do not 
set foot on land for four or five months 
—not until the schooner's hold is full 
or supplies run out. 


Generally the men work in pairs, get- 
ting $40 per 1,000 fish for the first 10,- 
000 and 
or $50 per 1,000 thereaitor.

'•John,'' the office boy in room 703, Em- 
pire 
building, New 
York, and Mary, 
maid to Helen F. Fargo, who, when the 
will was drawn, was the testator's pros- 
pective 
daughter-in-law. 


Mr. Moore, with liis brother, organ- 
ized the Diamond Match company, and 
they were active in the formation of the 
United 
States 
Steel 
corporation. 
A 
codicil in Mr. Moore's handwriting, writ- 
ten the same day the will was drawn, 
is somewhat vague, reading: 
"I want 
my brother, William Moore, to act with 
the balance. 
I love him and ask for- 
givenosg from him and all the others." 


The largest outright bequest was to

London, Oct. 30.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—The latest dras- 
tic act for government control of busi- 
ness in the interest of war efHciency 
is the law passed by parliament for ear- 
ly closing of shops. 
All shop keepers, 
great and small, nuist shut their places 
of bus^ess at eight o'clock, except cin 
Saturday nights, when they may keep 
open until nine. 
The first proposal Avas 
for even earlier closing, but the bill 
was amended to grant an extra hour 
for five days of the week, by changing 
seven to eight. 


The chief object aimed at is economy 
of heating and lighting, which of course 
means economy of coal. 
One of the 
great assets of Great Britain-during the 
war is its revenue from the exportation 
of coal, and moreover its allies need all 
they can get. 
Like every other war 
measure, however, this act excites op- 
position and creates complications, al- 
though the people as a whole will ac- 
cept it cheerfully as they have other 
inconveniences. 


The small shop-keepers who live at 
their place of business are the ones who 
find most objection. 
One ground of 
criticism is that the public houses are 
still to be opened imtil half past nine. 
"Why should men and women be allowed 
to gather in drinking places and buy 
beer, if they cannot loaf in a cigar store 
and buy cigars, and gossip with the 
clerk?" is one of the questions asked. 
Places where meals arc served may re- 
main open, but only for the purpose of 
giving meals. 
They cannot sell cigars, 
nor can they sell candy or food to be 
taken off the premises, since, the shop- 
keepers dealing in the same commodi- 
ties are forbidden to sell.

streets for dispensing coffee and lunches 
to late worker.'!, according to some con 
stnictions of the law. sell cakes to b«.' 
taken aAvay.

That would be class legislation, and 
unfair competition."

ment of commerce, and this was a decid- 
ed increase over the $807,642,182 of 
1915, the $505,511,522 in 1905, and 
the $303,476,706 in 1895. 


These large 
and 
rapidly 
increasing 
purchases of tropical products 
consist 
mainly of foodstulfs and raw materials 
not produced in the United States and 
of certain others grown in our insular 
territories. 
Sugar heads the list, with 
imports valued at $314,000,000 in the 
fiscal year 1916.

Murdoch says of Foulis: 


"HP >vas a nephew of the brotlirra 
Robert and Andrew Foulis of Glasgow, 
printers and publishers, whose produc- 
tions Avere the adminration of all theiv 
contemporaries, and whose 
edition 
of 
Horace, published in 1744, was hung up 
sheet by sheet in Glasgow, and a re- 
ward offered for the discovery of a single 
error. 


"This scion of an intelligent breed was 
a graduate of Glasgow university. After 
various experiences when a yoxmg man, 
even to serving as surgeon on a whaling 
ship, he finally settled in St. John and 
became a Ian dsurvepor, artist, analytic- 
al chemist and a civil and mechanical en- 
gineer. His survey of the River St. John 
is still in vogue in the crown land of- 
fice of this 
province. 
His 
chemical 
knowledge ranged from analyzed 
ores 
to making his own whisky when over- 
taken by adversity. 
: "While operatmg as a mechanical en- 
gineer and owning a foundry he engined 
the first steam ferryboat to cross St. 
John 
harbor, besides the first 
steam 
craft to ply the St. John river. 
Later 
on, Avlien Foulis was the fengineer of the 
light and signal service of the govern- 
ment of New Brunswick, his, principal 
charge being Partridge island 
(at the 
harbior'^entrance), whereon was an au- 
tomatic fog bell, he proposed a steam 
whistle, steam whistles Iraing then new 


to the world. 


"Later on his suggestion was acted 
upon. 
There was no patent law then 
and, though in his old age, blind and 
poor, he was given no compensation, and 
the inventor of the fog horn died in pov- 
ertv.'"»

.WORLD'S TEMPERANCE SUNDAY. 


LESSON TEXT—Romans 14:13-16:3. 
GOLDEN TEXT—It is not good to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor to do any- 
thing whereby thy brother stumbleth.-. 
Rom. 11:21. 


' The early Christian church had two 
outstanding problems, the question ot 
the Sabbath days (two of them) and 
the question of eating meat offered to 
idols. This lesson suggests the solu- 
tion of the latter. Our modem prob- 
lem of intoxicating Uquors 1« very 
much the same as this ancient one of 
the early Gentile Christians, 


I. "Let u8 not therefore Judge one 
another" (vv. 18-15). There are cer- 
tain acts which are universally conced- 
ed to be right and within the Christian 
law of liberty. There are also other 
nets which are as plainly prohibited. 
There are a large number of acts which 
lie in the region between these two, 
and men ought to be careful how they 
condemn one another for these latter 
things. Where good and true men dif- 
fer, their acts, on the matter of the 
Sabbath (See Col. 2:16), or on temper» 
ance, must be determined ^s being 
unto the Lord, sincerely, conscientious- 
ly. It Is not for us to Judge (r. 18), 
literally, to pronounce Judgment. They 
have a right to their opinion and to 
'their liberty of thought and action, but 
(w. 14, 22, 28) as for Paul or the 
Christian, he must have a clear con- 
science. He must have faith, and be 
assured that he is right; otherwise he 
is condemned by God and by liis own 
conscience, and is not a sincere Chris- 
tian disciple. The word "therefore" In 
verse 18 points back to verse 12, which 
ought to be carefully pondered. As wo 
have each to render our accounts to 
God, we should stop Judging one an- 
other. Food is a very proper thing/ 
and laws are also proper, yet love is 
the ruling principle of the Christian 
life. 


We ought to have our liberty cur- 
tailed rather than have our souls lost. 
If we magnify our liberty to the sacri-' 
flee of our brother's soul we "walk no 
longer in love." 
The demands of 
Christian love are more to the true 
followers of Christ than the permlsy 
sions of Christian liberty. The privl-, 
lege of eating and drinking while It 
Injures others, however harmless to 
youi^self, is not to be tolerated. 
; 


The word "stumbleth" here used" 
(v. 21) implies a movable trap or snare, 
literally any impediment placed in the 
way so as to cause another to fall. We 
must never forget that even a weak 
brother is "a brother for whom Christ' 
died." 
• II. "Let not your good be evil spoken^ 
of" 
16-23). The kingdom of God' 
is not meat and drink, but it is a life' 
of rigliioousness, peace and joy la the' 
Holy Ghost. Our liberty is to be so 
used that it shall not' be evil spoken 
of. The real proof that we are in the^ 
kingdom of God and that the kingdom' 
of God is in us is not found in our 
scrupulousness or lack of'it, in our eat- 
ing and drinking, but in the manifesta- 
tions of righteousness in our lives, and 
of having peace in our hearts (15:18). 
This peace must be manifested toward, 
our fellow 
men (v, 19; Ch. 15:18) and' 
being filled with "Joy In the Holy 
Ghost." The object of our pursuit is 
to be the things which make for peace, 
the things whereby we may fill one 
another up, not the exploitation ofl 
some pet hobby, for the kingdom of 
God does not consist of riding hobbles. 


In this matter of temperance reform 
we all recognize that alcohol has many 
uses besides that for drinking pur- 
poses, and that there are various opin-' 
ions about drinking certain forms of 
It, and various ways of advancing the 
temperanco cause, all of whiph are 
honestly held by many good men, but 
Christian patriotism demands that ev- 
ery true-hearted man or woman, every- 
one who is loyal to his country, to hu-, 
manity and to his God, should takoj 
Paul's position, (1) That he will not. 
be a stumbling block In the way of the 
weak and of the young. (2) That he 
will not do anything to destroy his 
brother for whom Christ died. (3) That 
he will deny himself anything for their' 
sake. 
(4) That his attitude wiU be 
that of love and not of selfishness. 
This places temperance oa a high moral 
plane, but the world is also^ beginning 
to recognize that the temperance ques- 
tion is also an economic one. 


It is well to have faith, but it iS| 
also well to have the love that does 
not Injure others by the exercise of 
that faith. The question is, *'Are you 
perfectly sure this thing is right?", 
When in doubt as to whether any ac-| 
tion will please God, doubt your doubts,i 
and avoid that act. 


III. "We then that are etrono" (16:j 
1-3). This section Is In reality a con- 
tinuation of Chapter 14. Paul is con- 
tinuing his thought that we are not 
to please ourselves, but rather to live 
such lives as will edify or build up oui^ 
neighbor. 
Our strength is not given 
to us that we may glory or lord it 
over our weaker brethren, bot rather 
that we may serve them. 


To please my neighbor does not mean 
that "when in Rome do as the Bomans 
do," but rather to live such a life that 
my action will be for the good and edi- 
fication of my brother, thereby pleas- 
ing God (GaL 1:10).

It doea not provide 
a method, however, for the conduct of 
a contest in which a defeated candi- 
date demands a recounting of the bal- 
lots in particular states. 


Where there is not a majority in the 
electoral college, the house of repre- 
sentatives chooses a president. 
The 
house does not vote by members, but 
by 
state 
delegations. 
Inasmuch 
as 
either Mr. Wilson or Mr. Hughes will 
have a majority on the face of final 
returns from the election on Tuesday, 
the house will not elect by this meth- 
od. 


Contest of 1876 Recalled. 


In 1876 there was a dispute over the 
result between Hayes^ and 
Wheeler, 
republican 
candidates' for »president 
,and 
vice-president, 
and 
Tllden 
and 
Hendricks, the democratic candidates. 
Tllden and Hendricks on the face of; 
the returns came within oqe vote of 
a majority. 
The votes in three states 
were contested. 
At the time the house 
of representatives was^ controlled by 
the democrats and the senate by the 
republicans. The constitution provides 
that the electoral ballots shall be open- 
ed at a joint session of congress and 
counted by the president Of the sen- 
ate. 
This was the crux of the contest 
between Tilden and Hayes, inasmuch 
as the democrats claimed it put the 
matter 
of 
selection 
entirely 
in 
the 
hands of a republican vice-president. 


Finally an agreement was reached to 
select a commission composed of fif- 
teen members, Ave from the house, live 
from the senate and five from the su- 
preme court. 
The verdict of this com- 
mission was to stand unless rejected 
by one house or the other. 


How *Hay«« Was Elactod.

To contest the election the defeated 
candidate wiH have to carry his fight 
through the state courts in the various 
disputed states and then to congress 
on the findings of the courts. If they 
are adverse. 
If they are in his favor, 
it is assumed that the other candidate 
will go to congress, in which event the 
elections committees of the senate and 
the house .would hear ^ e caáe and de- 
cide whether or not tb propose legis- 
lation providing for an 
adjudication 
beyond that of the courts.

At the outset let it be recalled that the 
United States' is normally republican by something like a million and 
a half of votes. Let it be remembered, .too, that events of the past 
two years particularly have been such as to create new lines of di- 
vision of opinion. And most of this division of opinion was honest 
division.

.hours that a state has gone so many thousands or so many hundreds 
of thousands this way or that, for this nominee or the other, and we 
let it go at that. Its bearing on tho general result is settled. "We cl 
not wait, and we do not need to wait for tho actual figures from th 
most remote precinct with its perhaps pitifully small total of vote, 
to ascertain tho alignment of the state in tho electoral college, Th< 
work of official count and tabulation may, and usually does, go on 
for a week or more and nobody pays any attention to it save to gvo 
worked officials who must poro over tho figures until tho last re 
capitulation is made. 


That was not the situation this year. So close was the race b 


tween Mr. Wilson and Mr. Hughes thut the vote of a single eounl 
might have thrown the victory one way or tho other. That was why rfl 
the count seemed harrassingly slow in coming, and that was why we 
grew impatient with if not suspicious of the army of men over this 
country, entrusted with the monumental task of aligning the figures 
and computing the totals of millions of votes, and who were as eager 
as the rest of us to know definitely the verdict that had been reached.

Washington, Nov. 10.—Great activity 


in the sugar-beet industry in thi? coun- 
try is foreshadowed by the recent record- 
breaking imports of sugar-beet sends. 
Figures made public by tho bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce, of the 
department of commerce, indicate tlial 
for the nine months ended September 
30, 191fi, the imports of seed reached 
a total of ISVs million pounds, which 
is a million pounds more than were im- 
ported during 
the 
complete calendar 


years 1913 and 1914 and nearly double 
those for the full year 1912. 


Before the war Germany was the 


chief source of sugar-beet seeds, but the 
trade is no\v in the hands of the JRus- 
sians. 
In the fiscal year 1914, Ger- 


many supplied nearly nine million pounds 
out of H, total of 10 1-4 million pounds, 
the remainder coming chiefly from Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Kussia, and Holland. In 
the fiscal year 1916, Kussia supplied 
5.881,946 pounds out of a total of 9.-

There must be some plan. Fortunately, 
Uncle Sara has~m«.ny helpful word* for 
women who are anxious to profit by his 
advice. 


There arc four common errors in food 


economy, according to his warning in 
farmers' bulletin No. 142. They arc: 


First—The costlier kinds of food are 
| used when the less expensive are Just ai 


nutritious. 
' 


Second—The diet is apt to.be one 


sided, in that foods are used which fur 
nish relatively too much of the fuel in 
gredients and too little of flesh-form 
ing materials. 


:•• Third—Excessive quantities of 
foo 


are-teed; T>art-of-the excess is eate 
often to the detriment of health; part is 
;hrow.n away in the table and kitchen 
wastes. 


Finally, serious errors in cooking arc 


committed. 


For the well-to-do the worst injury is 


that of health., Too much food occasions 
a waste of energy. In many American 
families meat is eaten two or three times 
a day. 


The quickest way tojave not only 


«.ie dollar, but many, woSild be to cut 
down tLie amount of meat used. One 
good meat dish a day will provide the 
protein .required in the diet if such foods 
as eggs, milk, cheese, beans and other 
legumes arc" used to replace the accus- 
tomed extra, but unnecessary portions 
of meat. 


Here are some of Uncle Sam's tested 


recipes for making a dish of meat "go 
a long way" in a large family: 


Roast Pork "With Cowpeas. 


For this dish a leg of young pork 


should be selected. With a sharp knife 
make a deep cut in the knuckle and fill 
the opening with sage, pepper, salt and 
chopped onions. When the roast is half 
done scar the skin, but do not cut deep- 
er than the outer rind. 


When tlie' meat is nearly cooked pour 


off the excess of fat and add a. quart of 
white cowpeas, which have been prev- 
iously parboiled or "hulled" and cook 
slowly until quite done and the meat is 
brown. 


Apple sauce may be served with tliis 


dish. 
Mock Duck. 


Mock duck is made by placing on a 


round steak a stuffing of bread crumbs 
well seasoned with chopped onions, but- 
ter, chopped suet or dripping, salt,1 pep- 
per and a little sage, if the flavor is 
relished. The steak 
Is 
then rolled 


around the stuffins 
Mid tied with a 


string in several places. 


If the steak seems touch, the roll is 


steamed or stewed until tender before 
roasting in the oven until brown. Or it 
may be rooked in a casserole or'other 
covered dish, in which case a. cupful nr 
more of water or "soup-stock should be 
poured around :the meat.

Washington, Nov. 10—Prices of all 


kinds of foodstuffs advanced more rap- 
idly during th« past month than during 
,any similar period in the memory of 
fthis generation, with the exception of 


the Leiter and Hutchlnson corners. 


Wheat advanced from $1.56 on Oc- 


tober 2 to $1.90 on October 30 or 20 
per cent., while flour advanced from an 
average of $S.70 to $9.50 or 10 per 
cent. Bread prices advanced irregularly 
all over the country, and in many cities 
'exceeded the advance in the price of 
Hour, even when comparison is made 
with normal prices. In some cities by a 
combination reducing the size of the 
loaf and increasing the price, ihe actual 
cost per pound to thu consumer was 
raised 65 per cent. 


As nearly as can be determined the 


extent to which bread prices have be>M: 
raised in different cities was determined 
by the strength of the local bakers' as 
situation as compared with the aggres 
siveness and vigilance

for five days of the week, by changing 
seven to eight. 


The chief object aimed at is economy 


of heating and lighting, which of course 
means economy of coal. 
One of the 


great assets of Great Britain during the 
war is its revenue from the exportation 
of coal, and moreover its allies need all 
they can get. 
Like every other war 


measure, however, this net excites op- 
position and creates complications, al- 
though the people as a whole will ac- 
cept it cheerfully as they have other 
inconveniences.
